MAJOR  GENERAL  EMMETT  H.  WALKER,  JR. 

Director,  Army  National  Guard 


Major  General  Walker  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  in  December 
1942,  attended  Officer  Candidate  School  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia  and  was 
commissioned  a second  lieutenant,  Infantry,  on  23  May  1944.  He  served 
with  the  95th  Infantry  Division  in  the  European  Theater  during  World  War 
II  and  was  separated  from  active  service  in  March  1946. 

On  22  May  1949  General  Walker  joined  the  Mississippi  Army  National 
Guard  as  a first  lieutenant.  He  was  promoted  to  captain  on  3 January  1951. 

General  Walker  was  ordered  to  active  duty  on  16  January  1951  with  the 
31st  Infantry  (Dixie)  Division  during  the  Korean  Conflict  and  served  with 
the  Far  East  Command  Headquarters  in  Japan  until  25  September  1952.

Wdlard  A.  Shank  was  born  in  Lodi,  California,  on  9 November  1921.  His 
educational  background  includes  studies  at  San  Jose  State  College,  the 
University  of  Cahfornia  at  Berkeley  and  its  Boalt  School  of  Law  and  the 
US  Army’s  Judge  Advocate  General  School.

General  Kennedy  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  United 
States  Army  on  28  July  1944.  He  served  as  an  artilleryman  in  the  Asiatic- 
Pacific  theater  and  was  released  from  active  duty  on  10  December  1946. 

In  November  1949  General  Kennedy  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force.  He  entered  pilot  training  and  received  his  wings  through  the  Aviation 
Cadet  training  program  in  December  1950,  at  which  time  he  was  commis- 
sioned a second  lieutenant. 

After  pilot  training.  General  Kennedy  was  assigned  to  Perrin  AFB,  Texas 
as  an  instructor  pilot  and  later  was  assigned  to  Webb  AFB,  Texas  performing 
the  same  duty.  He  was  released  from  active  duty  in  December  1953  as  a first 
lieutenant.  In  October  1954  General  Kennedy  was  appointed  as  a second 
lieutenant  in  the  District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard.  General  Kennedy 
accepted  a reduction  in  grade  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  to  permit  his 
entry  into  the  Air  National  Guard. 

General  Kennedy  has  served  in  numerous  command  and  staff  assignments 
in  the  121st  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron,  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  and 
the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing,  District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard. 
These  assignments  have  included  Flight  Commander,  Squadron  Operations 
Officer,  Squadron  Commander,  Group  Operations  Officer,  Wing  Operations 
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Officer,  Group  Commander,  and  his  present  assignment  as  Wing  Commander. 

General  Kennedy  completed  Basic  Pilot  training  at  Perrin  AFB,  Texas,  ad- 
vanced pilot  training  at  Reese  AFB,  Texas  and  pilot  instructor  school  at 
Craig  AFB,  Alabama;  Jet  up-grade  training  at  Pinecastle  AFB,  Florida;  Com- 
bat Training  School  at  Nellis  AFB,  Nevada;  Tactical  Fighter  Weapons 
Instructor  School  at  Nellis  AFB,  Nevada,  Survival  Training  at  Homestead 
AFB,  Florida  and  F-105  Aircrew  Familiarization  training  at  McConnell  AFB, 
Kansas. 

General  Kennedy  was  called  to  extended  active  duty  as  a major  for  the 
Berlin  Crisis  and  remained  on  active  duty  from  October  1961  until  August 
1962.  He  served  as  the  Operations  Officer  for  the  121st  Tactical  Fighter 
Squadron  at  Andrews  AFB,  Washington,  D.C. 

After  his  release  from  extended  active  duty  he  reverted  to  his  District  of 
Columbia  Air  National  Guard  status  until  January  1968  when  he  was  again 
called  to  extended  active  duty  following  the  seizure  of  the  Pueblo  and  the 
Lunar  New  Year  Tet  Offensive.  Then  a lieutenant  colonel,  he  served  as 
Commander,  1 13th  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  and  Wing  Assistant  Director  of 
Operations  at  Myrtle  Beach  AFB,  South  Carolina.  During  this  period  he 
rotated  between  Myrtle  Beach  AFB,  South  Carolina  and  Phu  Cat  Air  Base, 
Republic  of  Vietnam.  In  Vietnam  he  served  as  a F-lOO  Super  Sabre  fighter- 
bomber  pilot  with  the  355th  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron.  He  was  released 
from  extended  active  duty  in  June  1969  where  he  again  reverted  to  District 
of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard  status  and  rejoined  the  113th  Tactical 
Fighter  Wing  which  was  demobilized  at  that  time. 

In  October  1969  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  colonel  while  serving  as 
Commander,  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Group.  He  became  Director  of  Opera- 
tions, 113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  in  April  1970  and  served  there  until  re- 
turning to  command  the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Group  in  May  1972.  He 
assumed  command  of  the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  on  1 January  1974. 
General  Kennedy  was  promoted  to  his  present  rank  of  brigadier  general  on 
8 February  1977.

MAJOR  GENERAL  W.  W.  MILLIKAN 

Special  Assistant  to  Commander  USAFE  for  Air  National  Guard 
District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard 

General  Millikan  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Force  as  an  Aviation  Cadet  in  August  1941, 
and  was  discharged  in  October  1941,  after  failing  to  pass  flight  checks.  He  then  joined  the 
Royal  Air  Force  and  earned  his  pilot  wings.  As  a sergeant  pilot  he  flew  Hurricane  and 
Spitfire  fighters  on  combat  patrols  and  on  escort  and  scramble  missions. 

In  October  1942,  he  entered  the  AAF  as  a second  lieutenant  in  England  and  was  as- 
signed to  the  fourth  Fighter  Group,  formerly  the  Eagle  Squadrons,  of  the  8th  Fighter 
Command.  He  was  promoted  to  first  Ueutenant  in  April  1943  and  to  captain  in  April 
1944.  While  commanding  the  336th  Fighter  Squadron,  4th  Fighter  Group  in  England  he 
became  a German  prisoner  of  war  after  being  forced  to  bail  out  following  a mid-air  colli- 
sion with  his  wingman.  By  that  time,  he  had  become  a triple  ace  by  destroying  15  Ger- 
man aircraft,  ME  109’s  and  FW-190’s.  He  escaped  from  prison  camp  in  April  1945  just 
prior  to  the  termination  of  hostilities  in  Europe  in  May  1945. 

He  was  released  from  extended  active  duty  in  January  1946  as  a major.  He  joined  the 
District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard  in  October  1946  as  an  Operations  Officer  in  the 
grade  of  captain.  He  was  promoted  back  to  major  in  October  1947,  and  was  appointed 
Commander  of  the  121st  Fighter  Squadron  in  May  1948.  He  was  promoted  to  lieutenant 
colonel  in  October  1948.  He  commanded  the  121st  (White  House)  Squadron  when  this 
unit  was  activated  in  Febmary  1941  for  Korean  War  service. 

In  June  1951  he  was  appointed  Commander  of  the  33rd  Fighter  Interceptor  Group 
(ADC)  at  Otis  AFB.  He  later  became  Deputy  for  Operations  of  the  33rd  Fighter  Wing  at 
Otis  before  release  from  extended  active  duty  in  October  1952.  He  was  assigned  Com- 
mander of  the  113th  Fighter  Interceptor  Wing  upon  reactivation  in  an  Air  Guard  status  at 
Andrews  AFB  on  1 November  1952,  by  which  time  he  had  been  promoted  to  colonel. 
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On  2 January  1954,  General  Millikan  established  a new  West  to  East  speed  record  of 
four  hours  and  six  minutes  flying  a combat-equipped  F-86F  SABREJET  with  one  refuel- 
ing stop  at  Strategic  Air  Command  Headquarters,  Omaha,  Nebraska.  He  is  an  active  tactic- 
cal  pilot  with  more  than  7,000  total  flying  hours.  He  has  more  than  6,000  hours  in  jet- 
fighters  including  2,000  hours  in  the  F-lOO  Super  Sabre,  250  hours  in  the  F-4  Phantom 
II,  and  750  hours  in  the  F-105.  He  was  federahy  recognized  as  brigadier  general  in  Decem- 
ber 1958. 

On  1 October  1961,  General  Millikan  led  the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  on  active 
duty  when  the  Wing  was  federalized,  along  with  numerous  other  Reserve  and  ANG  units, 
in  the  wake  of  the  Berlin  crisis.  The  Wing,  composed  of  F- 100  Super  Sabre  Squadrons  at 
Washington,  D.C.;  Niagara  Falls,  New  York,  and  Denver,  Colorado,  performed  outstand- 
ingly in  Swift  Strike  II  during  August  1962,  at  that  time  was  the  largest  peace  time  Army 
and  Air  Force  exercise. 

General  Millikan  conceived,  planned,  and  led  the  first  Air  Guard  non-stop  deployment, 
“Operation  Ready  Go”,  from  Andrews  AFB  near  Washington,  D.C.,  to  Hahn,  Germany, 
in  August  1964.  For  that  first  trans  oceanic  deployment,  he  was  awarded  the  Legion  of 
Merit.  The  entire  mission  was  accomphshed  in  less  than  10  hours  to  Germany  and  the 
unit  again  led  by  General  Millikan  returned  to  Andrews  a week  later. 

On  26  January  1968,  General  Millikan  again  led  the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  on 
active  duty  following  North  Korea’s  seizure  of  the  intelligence  ship,  USS  Pueblo.  Person- 
nel of  the  Wing  later  dispersed  to  some  5 1 bases  around  the  world  including  South  Viet- 
nam, Japan,  South  Korea  and  the  United  States.  In  April  1968,  General  Millikan  was 
named  Commander  of  the  833rd  Air  Division,  Seymour  Johnson  AFB,  North  Carolina. 

He  served  in  that  post,  which  entailed  the  overall  survedlance  and  operational  control 
of  three  regular  Air  Force  Wings  and  seven  Air  National  Guard  Fighter  and  electronic  war- 
fare groups,  until  his  release  from  active  duty  on  18  June  1969.  For  his  outstanding  lead- 
ership and  distinguished  service  in  that  capacity,  he  was  awarded  his  second  Legion  of 
Merit.  On  19  June  1969,  he  resumed  command  of  the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard. 

General  Millikan  chaired  two  study  groups  for  the  Reserve  Forces  Policy  Board  in 
1969  and  1971.  The  first  Reserve  Forces  Compensation  resulted  in  the  equitable  program 
for  all  reservists;  the  second  covered  support  for  the  Guard  and  Reserve  and  resulted  in 
the  formation  of  the  “National  Committee  for  Employer  Support  of  the  Guard  and  Re- 
serve.” 

Appointed  as  the  first  Special  Assistant  to  Commander,  Tactical  Air  Command  for  the 
Air  National  Guard  on  1 January  1973,  General  MiUikan  was  federally  recognized  as  ma- 
jor general  on  24  April  1974.  After  five  years  in  that  assignment,  he  was  appointed  as  the 
first  Special  Assistant  to  Commander  United  States  Air  Force,  Europe  for  Air  National 
Guard  on  1 December  1977.

General  Edwards  began  his  military  career  by  enlisting  as  a private  in  the 
Aviation  Cadet  Program,  Army  Air  Corps  on  26  August  1943.  He  was  an  air 
student  and  aviation  cadet  until  5 February  1945.  He  was  commissioned  a second 
lieutenant  on  15  April  1945,  and  assigned  to  the  Inspector  General,  3028th  Army 
Air  Corps  Base  Unit.  From  November  1945  until  August  1947,  he  served  in  the 
U.  S.  Army  Air  Corps  Reserve  and  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  Reserve.  On  14  August

He  became  an  opera- 
tions officer  in  the  66th  Fighter  Wing  in  June  1950  and  was  promoted  to 
major  and  later  that  year  was  assigned  to  the  126th  Composite  Wing.  He 
served  with  the  126th  Bombardment  Wing  from  February  1951  to  December 
1952.  He  then  served  in  the  38th  Bombardment  Wing  until  May  1953.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  May  1952  to  May  1953  he  served  on  active  duty  in  Europe. 

On  10  May  1953  General  Bush  became  Commander  of  the  170th  Fighter 
Bomber  Squadron,  Illinois  Air  National  Guard,  and  Base  Commander  of  the 
Air  National  Guard  Base  in  Springfield,  Illinois.  He  was  promoted  to  lieu- 
tenant colonel  in  November  1954.  He  continued  to  command  the  170th

General  Bush  was  assigned  to  Headquarters,  Illinois  Air  National  Guard, 
in  September  1961  as  Director  of  Operations.  He  was  promoted  to  colonel 
in  December  1961.  He  became  deputy  Chief  of  Staff  in  September  1962. 

When  plans  were  announced  to  form  the  183d  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  in 
Springfield,  General  Bush  was  asked  to  organize  and  command  the  new 
group.  He  became  Commander  of  the  183d  in  October  1962. 

The  183d  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  under  General  Bush’s  leadership, 
achieved  a reputation  as  one  of  the  top  units  in  the  Air  National  Guard. 
The  183d  participated  in  many  field  exercises  in  the  United  States  and  de- 
ployed twice  to  Alaska  and  once  to  Puerto  Rico  in  support  of  Air  Force 
exercises.  The  183d  has  the  added  distinction  of  being  the  first  Air  National 
Guard  unit  chosen  to  fly  the  F-4  Phantom  jet.  General  Bush  has  over  7,000 
hours  of  flying  time. 

General  Bush  was  named  Executive  Support  Staff  Officer  in  Headquarters, 
Illinois  Air  National  Guard  in  January  1975.  He  was  appointed  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  for  Illinois,  effective  1 February  1978  and  promoted  on 
State  orders  to  brigadier  general.

General  Phipps  joined  the  Illinois  National  Guard  in  April  1947  and  organ- 
ized and  commanded  Company  E,  130th  Infantry.  He  became  Battalion 
Operations  and  Training  Officer  in  1949.  He  was  the  honor  graduate  of  the 
Associate  Infantry  Officer  Advanced  Course  No.  5 of  the  Infantry  School  in 
1951.  He  was  appointed  Commanding  Officer  of  the  2d  Battalion,  130th 
Infantry  and  promoted  to  lieutenant  colonel  in  1951.  In  1952,  the  130th 
Infantry,  as  part  of  the  44th  Division,  was  called  to  Federal  service  and  as- 
signed to  Camp  Cooke,  California.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  (lA)  JUNIOR  H.  BURKHEAD 

The  Adjutant  General 
Iowa  Army  National  Guard 


General  Burkhead  enlisted  in  the  Iowa  Army  National  Guard  23  June 
1948  after  graduation  from  high  school.  He  enhsted  in  Company  1, 3d  Bat- 
tahon,  133d  Infantry,  and  progressed  through  the  ranks  to  master  sergeant. 
On  9 April  1951  he  received  his  appointment  as  a warrant  officer  and  served 
as  Unit  Administrator  until  1 July  1954.  On  2 July  1954  he  reverted  to  en- 
listed status  as  master  sergeant  due  to  TOE  displacement.  On  1 June  1956, 
General  Burkhead  was  appointed  second  Ueutenant  Infantry  and  served  as 
Assistant  Training  Officer  assigned  to  HQ  2d  Battle  Group,  133d  Infantry  at 
Sioux  City,  Iowa.  He  was  promoted  to  captain  and  served  in  that  position 
until  1 March  1963  at  which  time  he  was  reassigned  as  Personnel  Officer 
with  the  same  organization. 

On  1 March  1964  he  was  reassigned  as  Logistics  Officer  and  then  to  Train- 
ing Officer  on  1 May  1965  and  remained  at  that  position  until  1 October 
1965  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major  and  appointed  as  Bat- 
talion Executive  Officer  for  HQ  2d  Battalion  (Mechanized)  133d  Infantry, 
Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

In  April  1968  the  2d  Battalion  (Mechanized)  133d  Infantry  was  notified 
that  it  was  being  ordered  to  federal  active  duty.  General  Burkhead  was  ap- 
pointed as  Battalion  Commander  and  commanded  the  battalion  from  its  ini- 
tial mobilization  on  13  May  1968  through  the  battalion  accelerated  army 
training  program  and  until  the  unit  was  ready  for  deployment. 
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On  21  March  1969  General  Burkhead  was  deployed  to  Vietnam  and  as- 
signed as  a District  Senior  Advisor  with  the  US  Army  Military  Assistance 
Command.  His  duties  were  to  advise  and  assist  in  support  of  combat  opera- 
tions of  the  seven  Vietnamese  regional  rifle  companies  and  forty  four  popu- 
lar force  platoons  assigned  in  his  district.  Particularly  noteworthy  was  Gen- 
eral Burkhead ’s  contribution  to  the  pacification  effort  involving  the  1 12,000 
people  within  the  district.  He  closely  coordinated,  advised  and  assisted 
numerous  civil  affairs,  construction  projects  and  actively  promoted  elections, 
appointments  and  training  of  local  government  officials. 

General  Burkhead  returned  from  Vietnam  on  12  December  1969,  was  pro- 
moted to  lieutenant  colonel  on  13  December  1969,  and  again  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  demobilized  2d  Battalion  (M)  133d  Infantry  and  commanded 
the  unit  through  April  1971. 

In  May  1971  General  Burkhead  was  appointed  as  the  Executive  Officer  of 
the  34th  Brigade,  47th  Infantry  Division  at  Boone,  Iowa.  On  7 July  1973  he 
was  appointed  State  Maintenance  Officer  for  the  Iowa  ARNG,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  colonel  on  16  August  1974.  General  Burkhead  was  ap- 
pointed The  Adjutant  General  of  Iowa  and  promoted  to  state  grade  of  briga- 
dier general  on  4 January  1978.

General  Leader  joined  the  Air  Force  Reserve  in  1946.  He  assisted  in  reactivat- 
ing the  101st  Fighter  Squadron  of  the  Massachusetts  National  Guard.  He  trans- 
ferred to  the  Air  National  Guard  and  was  assigned  as  a flight  leader  in  the  101st 
Fighter  Squadron.  After  serving  as  a flight  leader  for  several  years,  he  was  re- 
assigned to  the  102nd  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  as  Wing  Flying  Safety  Officer  and 
later  as  Wing  Operations  Staff  Officer.  During  this  time,  he  continued  to  fly  with 
the  101st  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron  and  maintained  a combat  ready  status. 

In  October  of  1961,  as  a result  of  the  Berlin  Crisis,  the  102nd  Tactical  Fighter 
Wing  was  called  back  into  Federal  service  and  sent  overseas  to  Phalsbourg, 
France.  During  the  year-long  tour,  he  served  as  Deputy  Director  of  Wing  Opera- 
tions. As  such  he  played  a major  role  in  planning  and  directing  deployments  of  the 
Wing  to  and  from  France.  Upon  return  from  France,  the  102nd  Tactical  Fighter 
Wing  reverted  to  National  Guard  status  and  was  re-organized  so  as  to  develop  at 
each  Base  a self-sufficient  Fighter  Group.  General  Leader  was  assigned  to  com- 
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mand  the  102nd  Tactical  Fighter  Group  formerly  in  Boston,  now  at  Otis  Air  Force 
Base.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  MARVIN  A.  THORSON 

Commander  133d  Tactical  Airlift  Wing 
Minnesota  Air  National  Guard 

General  Thorson  began  his  military  career  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army 
Air  Corps  after  graduating  from  Withee  High  School.  During  the  summer  of 
1 942  he  waited  for  his  call  to  active  duty  and  on  1 0 December  1 942  he  be- 
came an  Aviation  Cadet.  He  went  through  pilot  training  and  was  rated  and 
commissioned  at  Luke  Field,  Phoenix,  Arizona  on  1 October  1943. 

His  first  assignment,  after  completion  of  Instructor  School  at  Randolph 
Field,  Texas,  was  as  a basic  flying  instructor  at  Lemoore  Army  Air  Field, 
Lemoore,  California,  where  he  flew  BT-13’s.  In  April  of  1944,  he  had  the 
opportunity  to  transition  into  P-39’s  at  Victorville,  California  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Chico,  California  for  training  in  P-63’s  and  P-38’s.  He  departed 
the  United  States  for  Italy  in  October  of  1944  and  was  assigned  to  27th 
Fighter  Squadron,  First  Fighter  Group.  He  flew  16  missions  in  P-38’s  before 
the  war  ended  in  Europe.  In  September  of  1945,  Lieutenant  Thorson 
returned  to  the  United  States.  After  taking  leave  and  undergoing  administra- 
tive processing,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Budget  and  Fiscal  Division  at  Head- 
quarters Air  Material  Command,  Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio.  In  June  of 

1947,  he  decided  to  further  his  education  and  was  honorably  discharged  as 
a captain  on  13  August  1947. 

General  Thorson  joined  the  Minnesota  Air  National  Guard  on  1 July 

1948.  Because  of  unit  structure,  it  was  necessary  to  join  the  Guard  as  a 
second  lieutenant.  The  109th  Fighter  Squadron  was  assigned  F-51D’s.  By 
August  of  1950,  he  had  regained  his  rank  of  captain  as  a Flight  Leader  and 
was  a Flight  Examiner  in  F-5  ID’s  and  T-6’s. 
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The  109th  Fighter  Squadron  was  recafled  to  active  duty  for  21  months  on 

I March  1951.  General  Thorson  served  as  a Flight  Leader  and  Operations 
Officer  during  this  period. 

When  the  109th  Fighter  Squadron  returned  to  state  control  on  1 Decem- 
ber 1952,  General  Thorson  was  appointed  as  the  Squadron  Commander.  He 
remained  as  the  Squadron  Commander  for  the  next  eleven  years.  During 
these  years  the  109th  Squadron  transitioned  from  F-51D’s  to  F-94B’s  to  F- 
89H’s  to  C-97A’s.  He  was  promoted  to  major  on  16  October  1953  and  to 
lieutenant  colonel  on  19  October  1960. 

The  unit  was  again  called  back  to  active  duty  in  October  1961  because  of 
the  Berlin  Crisis.  The  109th  Air  Transport  Squadron  (Heavy)  under  General 
Thorson’s  command,  had  a world-wide  strategic  airlift  mission.  The  109th 
made  their  first  transport  mission  to  Vietnam  during  this  period. 

General  Thorson  returned  to  Air  National  Guard  status  in  August  of  1962. 
In  January  of  1964,  he  was  transferred  from  the  109th  Air  Transport  Squad- 
ron (Heavy)  to  the  133d  Air  Transport  Group  (Heavy)  and  appointed  Depu- 
ty Commander  for  Materiel.  On  16  February  1966,  General  Thorson  was 
made  commander  of  the  133d  Military  Airlift  Group.  He  was  promoted  to 
colonel  on  23  November  1966.  He  was  promoted  to  brigadier  general  on  2 
November  1977. 

While  under  General  Thorson’s  command,  the  133d  Military  Airlift  Group 
was  the  Spaatz  Trophy  winner  for  1968.  He  has  subsequently  served  as  the 
Wing  Director  of  Logistics  and  was  assigned  as  the  Wing  Vice  Commander 
prior  to  being  selected  as  the  Wing  Commander. 

General  Thorson  is  a command  pilot  with  10,846.2  hours  of  military  fly- 
ing time.

Brigadier  General  Philip  W.  Strope  was  appointed  Chief  of  Staff  for  Air 
of  the  Montana  National  Guard  on  1 August  1977  and  promoted  to  brigadier 
general  on  2 November  1977.  Rejoined  the  Montana  Air  National  Guard  on 
25  June  1955  after  five  years  service  in  the  United  States  Air  Force  Reserve, 
including  a tour  on  active  duty  during  the  Korean  War  as  a fighter  pilot.

General  Strope  is  a command  pilot.  He  has  approximately  4,200  flying 
hours  with  more  than  3,000  of  the  hours  in  jet  fighter  aircraft.  He  has  exten- 
sive flying  experience  in  the  T-33,  F-94,  F-89  and  F-102.

General  Gerard  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  Air  Corps  in  October  1942.  He 
completed  flight  training  and  was  commissioned  as  second  lieutenant  on  30  August 
1943.

General  Smith  enlisted  in  the  Army  as  a private  at  Oklahoma  City  on  1 2

General  Cooper  began  his  military  career  in  November  1942  when  he  entered 
aviation  cadet  training  in  the  Army  Air  Corps.  Upon  completion  of  basic  and 
advanced  training,  he  was  commissioned  as  a second  lieutenant  in  May  1944.
